Dave hopes this will make you think about 
what motivated our actions, beliefs, and 
philosophies today. He feels that the people 
that founded America and live in it should 
remember to live by this ideal. James Wilson 
also became the first Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court. 


Dave has had a successful ranching career. 
He and his wife of 63 years, Linda, have had 
a number of properties. These ranged from 
Texas, to Brownsboro, Butte Falls, Jordan 
Valley, Nevada and Idaho, and lastly in 
Harper, Oregon, close to his children. Most 
were Cattle ranches, but some were mining 
interests. 


He told me about the dances at the Lake 
Creek Grange Hall back in the day. Most of 
the music was provided by bands in the area. 
He told me that George Brown, part of the 
Brown family known in Eagle Point, played 
the piano at the dances. After the war, 
soldiers from Camp White would attend the 
dances. The music had changed to records, 
and Dave was the DJ before that term was 
popular. I was told, when the Grange 
flooring was replaced, a box of records was 
found. I will try and find out about those 
records to see if they were forties records he 
might have played at the dances. 


He has graciously donated his book and a 
picture painted by Garrell Millard. The 
painting is of their cattle grazing and was 
given to Dave and Linda on their wedding. 
The frame Dave made of California pine. The 
frame boards were taken from old mining 
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buildings, that have been wind blasted by the 
sand and sun baked for years in the 
elements. Quite unique!

August third was a special day as Rick & Wanda 
Crook (owners since 2017) welcomed Bill & 
Marilee Grimm (owners from 1992 — 2017) and 
Loren & Laura Rush (owners from 1969 - 1989 ) 
back to “their home at what is historically 
known as the “Moore place” on SFLBCR. 
[Charles and Mary Moore built the first part of 
the bungalow in about 1910. 


What an extraordinary opportunity for three 
generations of ranch stewards to be able to sit at 
the same table and share history, past and 
present, over delicious food, reinforcing the 
bonds that hold us together. And, this is all due to 
the existence of the Lake Creek Historical 
Society/Pioneer Hall and their wonderful docents 
who connected the Rushes with the Crooks, 
facilitating our ‘get together’. 


Loren & Laura Rush took over The Ranch from 
Laura’s father, Robert Gilkey Sr., who together 
with his wife Camille, purchased the property in 
1958. Loren & Laura raised their family on this 
ranch, but have since followed their grown 
children to So. California. When asked to share 
her experience of this day, Laura writes: “We 
were visiting Oregon in early August this year, 
seeing family and friends. Our friends suggested 
we might like to see our old ranch up at Lake 
Creek. We drove by and saw how incredibly 
beautiful it is today; it filled my heart with 
nostalgia and thanksgiving. Driving back, we 
visited Pioneer Hall and a delightful young 
docent said she would call the present owners 
and given them our number. A day later, Wanda 
Crook called and invited us to come out to see 
the ranch and that the Grimms were going to join 
us for lunch. This turned out to be the highlight 
of our trip. It was so exciting and emotional for 
us to see how loved and well taken care of it is. It 
stirred up so many great memories of our life 
living in that old historic home. We are so 
grateful both couples have put so much effort 
into the property to make everything so well 
preserved. The afternoon was spent with 
storytelling, laughter, and making new friends. 
As we parted, we again left a piece of our heart.” 
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A few weeks later, Laura & Loren sent Rick & 
Wanda a photo of a painting Laura’s maternal 
aunt painted of the house & barn when she went 
to visit in the 1960°s. Not too much has changed 
since then. And, this is in large part to the 
wonderful restoration by Bill & Marilee Grimm - 
maintaining the key features and ‘spirit’ of the 
home & barn. 


We (Rick & Wanda) were thrilled to connect with 
the prior stewards of this wonderful ranch, 
getting a glimpse of years past with the joys, 
tribulations, and rich memories that come from 
living on this land. Touring the property, Loren & 
Laura showed us where there was a cabin at the 
time the barn was built, where the garden was, 
and how the landscape has changed but has also 
remained the same. 


Stories were told around the table — about the 
Rush’s strong-arming the pool table up into the 
attic, the Grimm’s “inheritance” of the table and 
moving it back down; of the variety of livestock 
kept in the barn and grazed in the pastures; of the 
old Bartlett pear tree still producing copious 
pears; to tales of tractors, irrigation, hay storage, 
and restoring the old barn. Learning and 
understanding the history (and the many human 
lives with emotional ties to both the land & 
buildings) brings an even greater richness to the 
ranch, which makes preserving The Ranch vital 
to keeping those memories alive. 


Marilee Grimm put it quite succinctly: “Each 
couple have lovingly cared for the house, barn 
and land in ways that made/makes the place their 
home, and the place still maintains its own 
character that has imprinted itself on the hearts of 
those who have or are living here.” 


“Some folks are family by blood, some by 
marriage. We are family related by “House!”

On Sunday evening the 21* of August, a 
premier event: Ciao-Time, was held at the 
Lake Creek Historical Society Hall. 


(A mother to 3 hungry boys and wife to a 
cultured Italian national uses her 
homegrown methods to create a new 
attraction in Lake Creek.) 


Ciao-Time! Is a family dinner event with 
Italian food and Italian language lessons, 
put on by one of Lake Creeks’ new comers, 
the Degli Esposti family (deh-LYEE) (es- 
POST-ee). Grace Degli Esposti, owner of the 
Italian imports business Via Mamma Mia 
(viamammamia, com), says, “The idea is to 
recreate one of our favorite things about the 
Italian culture, la sagra (la-SAH-gra)”. The 
sagra is a folk festival celebrating a vintage 
or a harvest event-it basically means, a 
harvest festival. But since fresh and 
delicious food is one of Italy's dominant 
cultural traits, sagras can be found 
throughout the year and throughout the 
territory, People get together from all 
around to have food events all the time! 
Local delicacies and seasonal specialties are 
celebrated and enjoyed family style in rows 
of long tables, and keeping rhythm with the 
laughter from young and old is the 
melodious Italian language. 


At the Ciao-Time! event a simple green salad 
was served with a Tuscan bread specialty, la 
bruschetta (la-broo-SKET-tah). Many shapes 
of pasta were served, from penne (PEN-nay) 
to fusilli (foo-ZEE-lee), but only one sauce 
would do for the Ciao-Time! Pasta Party 
Premier, the long-adored and traditional 
Ragu Bolognese (ra-GOO) (Bo-lo-NYEH-zeh). 
For dessert a simple homemade fruit tart 
was served, called la crostata (la-crow- 
STAH-tah), along with a select variety of 
drinks. Italian music was played in the 
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background, and a fun and simple language 
lesson was given on vocabulary and 
pronunciation of all things that make up a 
place setting. Local resident Julie Caputo 
says of the experience, “It was SO much fun 
and the food was fabulous!” 


Grace's goal is to take something she and 
her family have emotional bonds with and 
share it with the community as a way to root 
her family in their new home her locally, 
while keeping ties strong with their Italian 
heritage. Another hopeful benefit of a 
regular, popular, and fruitful event in the 
area is to build up enough momentum and 
enjoyment to attract a local newspaper or 
magazine to do a piece on the beautiful 
community of Lake Creek. “Who knows, 
maybe in a year or two we could have 4 
seasonal harvest events to celebrate our 
nature, our humanity, and our community. I 
know there used to be a store here, and 
maybe a restaurant once, so now let's come 
up with something else we'd like to co- 
create as a community. I know everybody 
eats, so always start with food!” 


If you missed the Pasta Party premier event, 
worry not! Grace plans to have another 
Ciao-Time! event on October 23, only this 
time it'll be Lasagna and Language!

Helen and her family are one of the oldest 
families in Eagle Point. Her ancestors can 
be traced back to the Mayflower and her 
family members came across on the Oregon 
Trail in 1853. The Harnish family moved to 
Eagle Point in 1900. The Taylor family 
(Helen's mother's side) moved from Cherry 
Lane, near Roxy Ann, to Eagle Point in 1908. 


Helen was born at home in 1928. Dr. Holt 
drove out from Medford in his car, and he 
stayed overnight at their home the night 
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before Helen was born. Helen is the 
youngest of four children,two boys and two 
girls. Her brothers and sisters have 
preceded her in death. Helen is survived by 
her three children: Riki (Wolgamott) Bednar, 
Carla (Wolgamott) Singler and Jayson 
Wolgamott, six granddaughters, and two 
grandsons.
